According to an affidavit in possession 
of the District Attorney’s office, Jean 
Brown, an officer of the temple, declared 
that two weeks before the mass deaths In 
Guyana She paid Mn; Lane $7,500 to obi 
tain a copy from ah unidentified man of 
an article critical Of the temple. The arti- 
cle Was written by Gordon Lindsay, a 
free-lance Writer,’ for The Natibhal In*

- ■ ’ ■ Subsequently, The New York Timed re- 
ported in February, Mr. Lane acknowl- 


edged that lie had the article In bis pos- 
session at the time that he saw the cult 
officer In November, and that he had not 
had to pay any mqney for It. He did not 
disclose Ills source of the article. It was 
never published by The National Inquir- 
er, , 

Before the suicides and murdets. in 
Guyana, Mr. Lane was a vocal spokes- 
man for the cult, describing 113 cobimune 
as a socialist paradise being persecuted 
by the C.I.A. Since then, he has described 
Mr. Jones, ns a paranoid murderer and 
lias been highly critical of the cult.
